Interosting Disclosures Are Made by 
the Russian Admiral. 

St. Petersburg, Feb. 14.— "Perhaps 1 
am guilty to some extent for our de- 
feat and perhaps my subordinates did 
not do all they might have done, but at 
all events we who have fought the bat- 
tlies were not thieves," said Admiral Ko- 
jestvensky, who addressed the imperial 
technical society yesterday. The admiral 
made no specifications regarding rascal- 
ity in the construction of equipment of 
the ships, but lie commented at length 
Upon the destructive effect of the heavy 
Japanese shells, which when they only 
exploded in the water near the Rus- 
sian vessels, cracked their plates and 
opened great leaks, while -those which 
hit the Russian ships squarely were as 
destructive as mines.

Valencia Investigation Reveals 
Heroine Who Stayed at 
Her Post. 

Newspapermen and Navigators 
Give Evidence at Yesterday's 
Three Sessions, 



The investigation n1 the court house 
into i he wreck of the Valencia was con- 
tinued yesterday when three sittings nf 
the commission was held. At the morn- 
ing session, Harry Conk a diver on the 
Salvor, ami J. \V. Lorimer, staff cor- 
respondent of the Colonist who went to 
the wrecked steamer on hoard the Sal- 
vor gave evidence. At tlte two sitings 
during the afternoon, one at 2 p. m. ami 
the other at 4:30 the commissioners 
heard the testimony of Percy F. Uod- 
enrath of tlie Colonist staff, who was 
aboard the tug bout Lome and whose 
enlarged photograph of the scene of the 
wreck was placed in evidence. Hink- 
son Siddnll a passenger on the tug boat 
Cstar and Prank Ferris, first officer of 
the Princess May who was also on board 
the Salvor. 

A Heroine Acknowletf qed 

At the close of yesterday afternoon's; 
proceedings when .Air. -Ferris had paid a 
glowing tribute to the zeal and undaunt- 
ed fortitude of Mrs. Patterson who staid 
by her post at the (.'ape Beale light- 
house answering and receiving telephone 
calls for nearly TO consecutive hours 
without rest while in a delicate condi- 
tion of health, Mr. Lugron of council for 
the Dominion government asked the 
commissioners to make a special note of 
the fact in their report to the govern- 
ment so that such heroic service might 
not go unnoticed and be suitably recog- 
nized by the Ottawa authorities. Sir. 
Lugrin also will advise the government 
in his report of the noble work done by 
Mrs. Patterson during the long hours 
when she was constantly attending the 
telephone and between times suecur- 
ing the famished survivors of the Valen- 
cia.

A Diver Gives Evidence 

The lirst witness called was Harry 
Cook, a diver, who went to the wreck 
on the Salvor. On arriving at th" 
wreck he heard (lie captain of the Sal- 
vor say that there were no persons on 
•the rigging. 

Replying to Commissioner Gnudin, 
witness said he had been a swimming 
instructor in the British navy and had 
hail some little experience in the life- 
saving service at Goodwin Sands and 
Deal, England. 

Witness continuing, said that he did 
not think it possible, with the meooats 
used on steamers on this coast, to ren- 
der any service at the wreck of the Va- 
lencia. The only possible way, in his 
opinion, was t,, connect with the wreck 
from shore by means of a line. He was 
one of those who went on shore intend- 
ing to east, a line to the wreck, and I 
struck the trail with a lantern in hand 
to meet'survivors.

visions for these men, six of whom they 
met. Witness described the difficulties 
of the trail and the crossing of the Darl- 
ing river. When he (ro~«ed the river 
he saw two dead bodies, the skull of 
one of which was badly broken. He 
pushed ahead, but could see no trace of 
the wreck. Along the beach he no-/ 
ticed kegs of liquor, tins of oil, and a 
couple of tins of canned fruit. On the 
trail witness met Capt. Ferris, Mr. 
Bunker anil a couple of linemen, When 
he left Bnmtield lie was in hopes of 
finding some survivors of the wreck but 
when he saw the condition of things he 
came to the conclusion that very few 
could survive. 

Witness told Commissioner Gaudin 

that, if there had been a possible trail, 
asistanco could have been more speedily 
rendered. lie thought no assistance 
could come from the sea. 

Mr. Lorimer Called 

.1. W. Lorimer was the next witness. 
He gave an account of the trip of the 
Salvor from Wednesday morning till the 
time she arrived at Bamiiehl creek. In 
going over this ground witness explained 
that when the Salvor arrived off the 
scene of the wreck that the Queen was 
"being to" while the Czar was going in 
toward the wreck. After the C/.ar had 
made a close examination ('apt. Clirist- 
ensen reported to Capt. Troup on the 
Salvor, that there was something at- 
attaehed to the rigging but it was im- 
possible to say if it was a signal or not. 
(.'apt. Christonsen also reported that the 
Queen was going to lay to. Capt. 
Troup then ordered the Czar to report 
to Hie Queen and follow the Salvor int.. 
Bnmtield which was done. 

Arriving at Bnmtield a rescue party 
was formed to go to the scene of the 
wreck by land, but word came in that 
the -wreck had broken up. 

In reply to Mr. MefPhillips, witness 
stated that he could not give the diu- 
tance between the Salvor and the 
wreck, but that the Czar was in much 
closer than either. 

To Mr. Lugrin, witness went over the 
conversation between Capt. Troup and 
Capt. Christensen, • as to 

What Was Seen on the Wreck 
and what part of the wreck was visible. 
Mr. Lawson also examined witness oa 
the same point and he stated that he 
understood from the conversation be- 
tween Capt. Troup and the Czar that 
there was no life aboard the Valencia; 

An adjournment was then taken for 
lunch. | .' 

On resuming after lunch J. W. Lori- 
mer was recalled and explained that 
he bad understood Capt. Christensen to 
say that there was something flying 
from the rigging of the Valencia, but it 
was impossible to say exactly whether 
it was canvas or people. 

To Mr. Lawson witness explained, 
that be might have been mistaken as to 
the exact words, and it might have been 
'no people" instead of "or people." He 
was of the opinion that it was quite 
possible for him to make a mistake as 
he bad a defect in hearing. 

Another Witness 

Percy F. Godenrath being sworn stat- 
ed that he was on the tug boat Lome, 
acting in the capacity of staff corres- 
pondent of the Colonist. He told of 
the trip from Victoria on Wednesday 
night when the Lome left the outer har- 
bor and picked up the Kgeria cutter anl 
life-saving crew and the arrival off the 
shores whereon the Valencia bad foun- 
dered. 

The witness placed in evidence an en- 
larged photograph of a "snap-shot" he 
had taken of the scene of the wreck, 
marking where the Valencia had gone 
on the rocks. He described in detail 
the sending off of the Kgeria cutter 
both to the remains of vhnt was vis- 
ible of the wreck, and later on, to op- 
posite the mouth of Darling creek. The 
witness explained to the commissioners 
the reason why the Egeria's crow did 
not take in a barrel of provisions that 
had been prepared on board the Topeka 
ami which the Topeka'a captain wanted 
the -row to take in as far as the surf 
and then let it drift into shore for sur- 
vivors on land. The barrel was low- 
ered into a Topeka boat and the crew 
rowed toward the Lome. Captain But- 
ler thought that the Topekn's boat's 
crew were capable of undertaking the 
commission and so motioned to him to 
row in towards the land, This, they 
willingly did and had pulled away hi t In- 
direction of the shore when the Topeka 
whistled three times recalling the boat. 
This was the last sfen of the barrel, the 
Topeka shortly steamed away to Se- 
attle while the Lome continued to pa- 
trol the vicinity of the wreck. 

Hinkson Siddall stated that he was a 
passenger on the Czar. He was .Mar- 
shal Exccheqner court of Canada. Brit- 
ish Columbia Admiralty district. It was 
very rough weather Wednesday morn- 
ing when they came to the scene of 

the wreck. He had b< informed that 

the Czar was within one-half to three- 
quarters of a mile of the shore bill he 
did not see the wreck.

The 
Czar left the scene of the wreck under 
the impression that the Queen would 
stand by the Valencia. 

To Mr. McPhillipH the witness said 
he had not heard the captain of the 
Queen say that there was life aboard 
the Valencia when the Czar spoke her. 
He thought that the captain of the 
Queen spoke uiigentlcmunly to Capt. 
Christensen. 

The commission then adjourned to 
4:81) lo permit the calling of Frank 
Ferris; first officer of the Princess May 
who had accompanied the Salvor to the 
wreck. His story was as follows: 

"About 10 o'clock on Tuesday we i 

the Queen and reached Carmaniili at 
midnight bill the weather was too thick 
to communicate. The next moriiing the 



Queen received . information from Car- 
mannh that the wreck was on Sea Bird 
island. The Qliecn, followed by the 
Czar and Salvor, located the wreck. Wo 
spoke the Czar ;o ask the Queen to 
stand by till darK while the Salvor went 
to Banitield. The Czar reported it. would 
do so. Capt. Christensen said lie could 
see no signs of life on the wreck only 
remnants of sails. The Salvor and Czar 
returned to Bainfiek! where a rescue par- 
ty wns despatched over tile trail and 
the Czar sent out for the Orion..' The 
general impression on board the Salvor 
was that there was no life aboard. 

The witness told of tbo arrival of six 
survivors at Bamlield, and how the res- 
cue party, carrying provisions, loft at 
davlight the next morning and arriyed 
at the scene of the wreck at 4:30 p. m., 
after walking very hard. They could 
not cross the Darling river that night, 
except Mr. Cook, who reached .Mr. iUtn- 
ker. He wired Mr. Bullen that lie 
would proceed to Clo-oose, hut Mrs. 
Patterson, of (.'ape Beale, advised 
against doing so. Next morning they 
fitted the parly out with shoes from

creek about 0:30. 

The Salvor was between 2 and 3 miles 
off from the Valencia. It was a pr»U.y 
hard thing l» guess the distance as i 
was raining imil misty. He personally 
saw nothing in the rigging, though the 
funnel, mast and derrick were plainly 
visible. 

As near as witness could remember 
.Vhu! Capt. Christensen told Capt. 
Troup, was that it wan canvas he saw 
in the rigging and the thought there was 
no signs of life. At Baiiiliehl creek, he 
had spoken to Capt. Campbell and lie 

had si led doubtful Hull there might 

be life aboard. Il was that doubt 
that caused Capt. Troup to send for tin' 
Orion. 

In his opinion it was utterly impossi- 
ble to render assistance from seaward. 

To Mr. Lugrin the witness said that 
the recommendations made by the board 
of trade for safe guarding the marine 
interests of the West Coast were good. 

"It would simply have been man- 
slaughter to send in a life boat's cid.\

To 
his suggestion the commissioners cordial- 
ly agreed and Capt. Gaudin said he 
would make special mention of the fact 
in their report to- the government. 

"It is a pleasure to hear of such he- 
roic acts, and they deserve the highest 
commendation," said Capt. Cox in 
thanking the witness when the commis- 
sioners rose for the day.

(Jth. Proposed changes in (he present I 
School act. 

7th. Proposed alteration of the noon 
hour. 

8th. Staled times for the admission of 
beginners to the schools. 

0th. Provision for sect lid class teach- 
ers to obtain lirst class certiticates by 
extending their studies over a number 
of years instead of inking all subjects in 
one year. 

The Visiting Delegates

Itefreshnieiifs — Trus- 
tees 'Mrs. Jenkins and the principals of 
the public schools. Printing and Press 
— Trustees Misis Cameron, Mowat and 
llinrgeft. 

Trustee Miss Cameron moved that a 
committee of the board he appointed to 
wait on the provincial government to 
register their voice against tho passage 
of (lie University bill now before the 
Legislature. In making the motion, Miss 
Cameron slated that she thought that, 
the idea as expressed in the bill was 
greatly against the establishment of a 
provincial university. She pointed out 
the necessity of having a provincial 
university where special attention could 
bo given to the studies most needed by 
tile younger generation of British Co- 
lumbia. In .her opinion the bill before 
the House was inadequate and what was 
wanted was a university owned and con- 
trolled by the provincial government, 

Tho motion was seconded by Trustee 
Hall ami carried unanimously. 

The committee will consist: of Chair- 
man lluggett and Trustees Miss Camer- 
on and Hall.

Trustee Miss Cameron brought up the 
question of transferring pupils from one 
school to another. 

Trustee i.ewis thought it was a had 
principle of adopt, and that the sanction 
of the principals should be be obtained 
before making the transfer. 

The question of lire drills in the 
schools was raised by Trustee Miss Cam- 
eron. She pointed out that at present 
theer is a motion 011 the books "which 
calls for a drill every month, but it: was 
evidently a dead letter. She wished 1o 
have the drills take place regularly and 
thought that some one should be made 
responsible to see that the rules wore 
carried out. 

It was decided to instruct: the princi- 
pals that a report of tho lire drills must 
be submitted to the board monthly. 

The meeting then adjourned.

Recedes Deputations From Vari- 
ous Townships at Morn- 
Inn Session. 



Suggestions Made for Embodi- 
ment in New {Municipal 
Clauses Act. 



At Ki o'clock yesterday morning the 
municipal committee of the legislature 
met In the maple room at the parlia- 
ment buildings tn receive representa- 
tlves of the British Columbia Munici- 
pal Union and hear their views on the 
Municipal Clauses Acl now before the 
House. The deputation consisted of 
Mayor Hell of Enderby, ex-Mayor 
Stevens of Kainloops, and Mr. Mann 
and Aid. h'ell of Victoria. The former 
supported changes In the law advocated 
by the ' British Columbia Municipal 
.Union as follows: 

That trade licences other than those 
relating to the sale of liquor, should 
bo based upon rental values. ll was 
■not asked that it should be on rents, 
but the assessor, should fix Ll ie rental 
value of the business places. 

That the mayor bo the chairman and 
that the city council should select an 
alderman who should act on the 
licensing board. 

That seme of the municipalities hud 
desiivd that the licence commissioners 
[Should be elected by the people. The 
meeting of the union compromised the 
position and decided to ask tor the 
council having really the control of 
Hie selection, thus giving local control 
to the board 

That power should be given I" re- 
duce the number on the council. The 
deputation was informed that the com- 
mittee had dealt with that phase of the 
question. 

Mr. Mann and Aid, Fell urged 
chanties in the law as agreed upon by 
the Victoria city council. This in- 
cluded a request to alter the number 
of aldermen to ten, so as to allow of 
live wards being made. It was also 
nsked that power should be given to 
appoint an acting mayor In the ab- 
sence of the mayor, so that the acting 
official should have all tho powers of 
the mayor. Power was asked to allow 
of the spending of money cm public 
buildings, such as a pavilion tor 
amusement purposes. ll was also 



urged that power should be given 
councils to regulate the passage of 
animals along the streets, the taxing of 
all vehicles, the prohibition of poultry 
from liberty to run on tho streets, the 
regulating of the charges for hacks 
for six miles, even outside of the 
municipality, and for the charges 
made by automobiles. 

The delegation were requested to 
appear before the committee again on 
Friday.

Mr. Maegownn moved to eliminate 
section (cl of clause 22 as follows: (c.) 
The provisions of the Companies Clauses 
Act, 1SD7, shall apply to the company 
and to the undertaking authorized here- 
by, save so far ns they are expressly 
varied or excepted by litis act, or as any 
of .such provisions arc repugnant or in- 
consistent with the provisions of this 
act. or the said British Columbia Rail- 
way act, its incorporated into this act, in 
which case the provisions of this act or 
the stiiil Railway act as so incorporated 
herein, as the case may be, shall, to the 
extent of such repugnancy or inconsist- 
ency govern) and substitute therefor: 
That the company bo given authority to 
acquire water powers and generate elec- 
tricity for the purposes of transporta- 
tion. 

The committee reported progress. 

Tho House went into committee on the 
bill intituled An Act relating to the 
Union Steamship Company, with Mr. 
Manson in the chair. 

Hon. Chns. Wilson said he had consid- 
ered the relation of the proposed legis- 
lation on the Companies Act and found 
that there was no objection to the pro- 
posal. 

Hon. P. Carter-Cotton said he repre- 
sented the trustees for the debenture 
holders and they mid approved themcfts- 
use. i his gill did not reduce the amount 
of unpaid capital by one dollar. 

The bill passed through the commit- 
tee stage. 

The House went into committee 01: 
tho bill intituled An Act respecting tlui 
British Columbia Northern and Macken- 
zie Valley Co., with Mr. Ceo. Fraser 
in the chair. 

The bill passed the committee stage 
and was reported. 

The House went into committee on the 
hill intituled An Act to incorporate the 
Asheroft, Bnrkerville and Fort George 
Railway Company, with Mr. Pntertsou 
in the chair. 

Asheroft Not to Bo Sidetracked 

Mr. Stuart Henderson (Yale) urged 
that if this railway was built from Sav- 
onas as proposed it would side-track 
Asheroft. which was the natural start- 
ing point and had boon built up at a 
cost of $500,000. Asheroft was the 
proper place from which to start for 
the Cariboo district. It would lie blot- 
ted out if this railway started from any 
other point. 

Hon. Mr. Tat low could not agree with 
Mr. Henderson. This bill was on the 
same lines as other bills that had been 
granted. It should be loft to the promot- 
ers to iind the best route for their rail- 
way. 

Hon. F. Carter-Cotton said surely it 
was not proposed to handicap the pro- 
motors by forcing them to start from 
any particular point. No nnuhl it was 
the duty of the Iron, member to put for- 
ward the claims of Asheroft. but there 
were other places to consider. 

Mr. Stuart Henderson said this clause 
(3) would simply put the town of Ash- 
eroft in the position of having vo pay 
$25,000 to induce the railway company 
to eomo there. 

Hon. P. Carter-Cotton said there was 
no pretext for giving Asheroft a pref- 
erence in this matter. There were oth- 
er places which might urge a similar 
claim. 'What would Clinton, for instance 
snyV , , 

Mr. Stuart Henderson still contended 
that Asheroft should be considered and 
he moved that the words "or Kamloops 
or some point between same" he struck 
out. The clause rends: — 

:i. The company may lay out, con- 
struct and operate a railway of the 
gaure of four feet eight and one half 
Inches, from some point at or near Ash- 
eroft or Kamloops, or sanie point be- 
tween same, thence northward follow- 
ing the valley of the Bonaparte River, 
thence via Lac La Hnche and the Ques- 
nelle River to Fort George, or by such 
other route to Fort George as may be 
found desirable, with power to construct 
a branch line if desirable, to l'.arker- 
ville. with power also to build and oper- 
ate an extension from any point in order 
to conunect with the Grand Irunk Pa- 
cific Railway. , . 

Hon. Mr. Fulton did not think it 
would make any difference to Asheroft 
wnerc this railway started. Asheroft 
would lose the only thing that now kept 
it. alive, the stage and freighters' busi- 
ness. 

Mr. J. A. Macdonald said he never 
knew 11 railway nill which gave a roving 
commission iin.i did not specitiy t lie start- 
ing point. Such a policy was unfair and 
left the door opiai to alaises. The bill 
as proposed offered a premium to the 
principle of "hold-up." The road should 
be confined to 11 specific territory and 
with specified termini. Tins was the 
case in every railway hill thai had been 
submitted tn the House. 

Mr. John Oliver (Helta) begged to 
call the attention of the House to the 
Statutes of 1001, chapter til), where the 
House laid down almost the exact route 
of the Const-Kootenay railway as a pro- 
tection and safeguard to established 
towns. He believed that such a course 
of action was supported by several of 
the present ministers. 

Hon. Mr. Tallow did not demur to 
that statement, but the difference be- 
tween (he two cases was that the route 
of the Coast-Kootenay Railway had been 
carefully exploited and the most conveni- 
ent, route determined. In the present 
case the most convenient route had not 
yet been determined. 

Mr. John Oliver said the whole ques- 
tion was whether the House should up- 
hold the princinle which lay at the root 
Of all commercial legislation, the conser- 
vation and protection of vested interests. 
To present the loss of capital invested ill 
good faith in a idly. 

Hon. C. Wilson said no legislation 
would prevent the abuses of which Mr. 
Henderson complained — the com pet it ion 
between different towns for a terminus, 
and the making of terms contingent 
thereon. 

Amendment Carried 

On a division the amendment of Mr. 
Henderson carried by 17 to 15, Mr. .1. 
Houston and Mr. A. Macdonald voting 
with the opposition. 

The bill passed through committee 
with this amendment. 

The House went into committee on the 
bill intituled An Act to incorporate the 
St. Mary's Valley Railway Company; 
with Mr." Shntford in the chair. 

Tin; bill passed through committee 
with a few unimportant verbal amend- 
ments. 

The House went into committee on the 
St. .Mary's and Cherry Creek Railway 
Company, with Mr. Murphy in the chair. 

The bill passed through committee, 

Hon. R. I''. Green then moved the 
second reading of the Land Act. He 
saiil section M was tn place hOlllfl res- 
friction on land-loggers, but he proposed 
to aincnd tho clause in committed. The 
clause reads: 

14. Section 00 of the Land Act is 
hereby amended by adding thereto the 
fid lowing sub-sections: — 

"(2.) The holder of a licence granted 
Under this BCcfiOn shall not use horses, 
cattle, steam power, or machinery oper- 
ated by horses, cattle or si earn power, 
in carrying ou lumbering operations un- 
der such licence; 

"(3.) Any person being the holder of 



a licence granted tiiidor this section, who 
shall violate the provisions of the pre- 
ceding sub-section hereof, shall lie liable 
011 summary conviction before a stipendi- 
ary magistrate, to 11 penalty not exceed- 
ing one hundred dollars." 

Mr. John Oliver (Delta) said as a 
whole lie thought the bill an improve- 
ment on existing conditions, still it con- 
tained sonic very objecfionnblo features', 
as, for instance, clause giving the 
Chief Commissioner power to cancel re- 
cords as follows! 

5, Section 29 of the hand Act as am- 
ended by section 2 of chapter !!S of the 
Statutes of 1809, is hereby amended by 
adding thereto the following words: 

"And the Chief Commissioner may 
cancel any such record when it shall he 
shown to his satisfaction that the same 
has been obtained for other than agricul- 
tural pin-poses." 

He thought it a dangerous power to 
place in any man's ha lids. He also 
thought clause 13 should be re-drnftcd 
so as to make it cover technical defect;; 
only. He approved of the re-drafting 
of section 1-1. He approved also of the 
striking out of section 15. T 

Tho bill missed the second rending. 

The bill intituled An Act further to 
amend the Vancouver General Hospital 
Act was reported to tho House. 

Hon. ('. Wilson moved tlte second 
reading of the Coal Mines Regulation 
Act. He said the measure was intro- 
duced for the purpose of again raising 
the question of the Dominion disallow- 
ance of provincial acts on the ground of 
unconstitutionality. 

The second reading pnssed. • 

Tho text of tho bill is ns follows: An 
Aid to amend tlte Coal Mines Regula- 
tion Acl. 

His Majesty, by and with the advice 
and consent of tho Legislative Assembly 
of the Province of British Columbia, en- 
acts as follows: 

1. This act may ho cited) as the Coal 
Mines Regulation Further Amendment 
Art, 1900. 

2. Rule 34 of section 82 of chapter L38 
of the Revised Statutes, 1S!)7, being the 
Coal 'Mines Regulation Act, is hereby 
renealed and the following is substitut- 
ed therefor: — 

mile 34. N'o person unable to speak 
En»Hsh shall be appointed to or shall 
occupy any position of trust or responsi- 
bility in or about a mine subject to this 
acl, whereby through his ignorance 
carelessness or negligence he might 011- 

rti er the lite or limb of any person 

employed in or about a mine, viz.: As 
bankniau, onsettor, signalman, brakes- 
man, pointsman, fnrnaceman, engineer, 
or lie employed below ground or at the 
windlass of a sinking-pit." 

Tho House then adjourned to 2 o'clock 
tomorrow.

Scheme Outlined In a Leaflet 
Just Issued by the 
Organization, 



The Victoria Musical society has boon 
formed 11s a result of the suggestions 
made by bis honor the lieutenant gov- 
ernor, his worship, the mayor, and the 
patrons of the musical festival held in 
December last, which appeared on the 
inside cover of the festival programme. 

Tho concert given by Mr, Wlltkln 
Mills and his associates on December 
8th is acknowledged by all who wero 
present to havo been one of the most 
enjoyable musical events ever held in 
Victoria, and it fully demonstrates the 
advantages of combined local endeavor. 
All the artists were very pleased with 
their reception, expressed their desire to 
again visit ns, and stated that their 
colleagues in London wore ns anxious to 
come to us ns wo are, to have them. 

Eminent artists .frequently visit Van- 
couver, Seattle, Portland and other 
Soinid cities. They will not come to 
Victoria because the expense of sending 
advance agents to pave tlte way is enor- 
mous. Tho visits of iMolbn, Nordics and 
Calve tu Vancouver, and Fumes to Se- 
attle, are excellent examples. 

Objects and Scope 

The society includes 125 of the load- 
ing vocalists of the city and a small but 
efficient orchestra is in course of organ- 
isation; who will give, from time to timo, 
performances or choral and instrumental 
music. 

The society will place itself in com- 
munication with all hie lending vocalists 
and Instrumentalists of London, New 
York, Kan Francisco, etc., with 11 view 
to inducing them to visit Victoria. Noth- 
ing will be too 'big for it to undertake, 
and, when firmly established, it could 
probably arrange a monthly concert 
during the whltel. 

The society will number among its 
members many whose pleasure or bus- 
iness necessitates travel to London. Now 
York, etc. These members will be r«- 
quosted to interview artists, explain the 
object and scope of tho society, and ad- 
vise the committee as to possible en- 
gagements. 

The society will explain its object and 
methods to tho mimic lovers of Vancou- 
ver, Now Westminster, Xannimo, Rov- 
olstoke, etc., endeavor In induce them 
to organize on similar lines .and sm of- 
fer additional inducements to artists to 
visit British Columbia. 

In order to foster and encourage i> 
love of music in the young, the society 
will approach the school authorities with 
a view to holding ail annual singing 
competition between the children of the 
public schools. Sir Alexander Macken- 
zie, president of the Royal Academy u£ 
Music. Loudon, when here in lilt).'!, ex- 
pressed greai surprise that singing did 
not form part of the public school edu- 
cation, A suggestion coining from this 
society will probably onrry great weight 
with the school authorities. 

Membership and Management 

The society is composed Of active (or 
performing) and associate or subscrib- 
ing) members. The halluces, engage- 
ment of artists, etc., are in the hands of 
a strong and representative committee 
composed of an equal number of ac- 
tive and associate member*. This depar- 
ture from the local custom of placing 
the management of a musical society en- 
tirely in the hands of the active mem- 
bers will doubtless commend it self to 
the associate members as it will give 
them a voice in the affairs Of the so- 
ciety. 

Funds of the Society 

The society has a fund of nearly 
$000.00 as a result of the December fes- 
tival, voluntary donations since re- 
ceived and tho transfer of library mid 
cash from the trustees of the late chor- 
al union. All tho profits accruing to the 
society will be devoted to the purchase 
of new music, and to the formation or 
a reserve fund to guarantee the fees of 
visiting artists.

The active members will give a sa- 
cred concert on March 28lh, and a se- 
cular concert on -May 2nd. The com- 
mittee have also much pleasure in an- 
nouncing that Jean Ooranly, the world 
renowned 'cellist, will perform under the 
auspices of the society on April ITth.

A NEW DEPARTURE. 

A. II. L". Colquhoun, of tho Toronto 
Ne'Vvs 'staff, one (if tho best known and 
best .Qualified .journalists of Canada 
ban been appointed deputy minister of 
education for Ontario. It Is not often 
that a newspaperman lakes n position 
that requires more or less technical 
'Qualification, but .Mr. Colquhoun Is 
exceptionally well qualified for educa- 
tional work, having devoted himself 
largely to the educational problems of 
the country and beins; himself acad- 
emically highly trained. His appoint- 
ment, however, marks a new depar- 
ture.' as he' has been engaged almost 
exclusively In journalistic work since 
graduating. lie was one of the first 
members of the old Empire's editorial 
stall". it is the intention of the gov- 
ernment to have a. superintendent of 
education, who will l>e an educational 
expert as well, and it is thus expected 
that the highest point of administra- 
tion will be reached. Speaking of Mr. 
Cojquhoun*, tho Toronto News editori- 
ally says: "He lias exceptional quali- 
llcations for such a position, and in- 
deed is certain to Increase greatly the 
importance and. usefulness of the place 
lo which he has been appointed. He 
has been a life-long student of educa- 
tional questions, and has a thoroughly 
progressive and practical mind. Care- 
ful as he will be not to go lieyond 
liis legitimate field of work, it is yet 
certain that his influence must affect 
favorably the whole spirit and conduct 
of the department of education. He 
will be an admirable public servant, 
and is certain to command the abso- 
lute confidence of the teachers of the 
province and of his associates in the 
department. The News greatly regrets 
his withdrawal from the field of jour- 
nalism, and we an- sin e this regret will 
be shared by journalists from one end 
of the country lo the oilier."

LEGAL INTELLIGENCE.; 

February 14, 1000. 
(Before the Chief Justice.) 

Dbmlhey v. Waitt <fc Co. — This -was 
ah action brought to cancel n contract 
to purchase a piano. Plaintiff signed 
the contract and gave an organ as a 
cash payment oh account of the purchase 
price, i)iit with the additional verbal 
understanding that no monthly pay- 
ments, as agreed upon, should he made 
until the return of ber husband some 
months Inter. Default was made in the 
payments and the instrument was seiz- 
ed, and plaintiff set up mistake and mis- 
rnpreneiitation. in the execution of the 
written contract. 

His Lordship found that the written 
contract was conclusive although it might 
ho that the plaintiff regretted, after- 
wards, having entered into it. It was 
further found that the amount allowed 
for the organ was a cash payment; and 
not made us a lump sum in advance of 
several months' dues. It might, be that 
there was a certain amount of hardship 
to the plaintiff in the case, and it was for 
the successful parlies, the defendant?, 
to consider whether they would exact 
their strict legal rights in the matter. 
The action, therefore, would be dismiss- 
ed, with costs.

M. I. Stewart, one oi the first prospec- 
tors in tht! Portland Canal district, passed 
til roll ell tile city yesterday eu route from 
Seattle ti» Vancouver. Seen at tile Do- 
minion hotel, lie told n Colonist representa- 
tive that hundreds of prospectors were In 
Seattle nwiiltlng the opening of spring to 
go to the rich mineral zones along the 
.Portland Canal. Mr. Stewart and Ills as- 
soclntes bonded to the Brown-Alaska Com- 
pany last fall I he Maple Bay group, situ- 
ated at Maple Hay, 33 miles up the canal. 
The consideration of the bond was $125,- 
000. 

'"Last advices [ received In Seattle from 
my partners said that the company had a 
crow of ."id men opening up the group, 
litilldlug wharfs ami ore bunkers, They 
are driving two tunnels, one on an eight 
foot copper vein ami another Is a crosscut, 
Both workings are In over 100 feet. _\n 
average of the ore runs over $."0 per tun. 

"What Is known as the Stewart group, 
on American creek, is 15 miles from the 
head of Portland Canal. It Is under bond 
pending examination for $250,000. Eastern 
people are sending an expert to thorough- 
ly examine the showings, which arc cer- 
tainly remarkable, The' development con- 
sists of a 02-foot cross tunnel, of which 
111 feet Is In quartz carrying galena, cop- 
per, zinc and sliver. An open cut ex- 
poses 12 feet 8 Inches of galena."

"The tidal investigations which the 
marine department of Canada is carry- 
ing tm in the province of British Colum- 
bia, are of more value to its commercial 
interests Hum is generally realized. Ni> 
doubt this will be more appreciated ns 
time goes 011 and us i'no volume of traffic 
increases in those waters; as the tidal 
Information is quite sure to be valuable, 
and the tidetablos more used as they 
Become more familiar to the mariner. 

•'The tidtil survey, which i« intrusted 
with the investigation of the tides, is 
not a large and costly department, or it 
would no doubt attract more attention. 
Importance is too often estimated on the 
basis of expenditure, which is not al- 
ways just, lt would be fairer to com- 
pute its importance from Hie proportion 
of the return to the expenditure; for if 
a relatively small outlay will promote 
trade and nave shipwreck, and even 
lower the rates of marine insurance, il 
would be esteemed accordingly. The 
currying out of the investigations them- 
selves, requires judgment ami persever- 
ance which are not usually reckoned al a 
high market value, and so cost the coun- 
try little. 

"lt is very evident thai a large Dum- 
ber of the industries on this coast will 
always be dependent upon water trans- 
port. For timber, which is the, bulkiest, 
it will always be cheaper to tow the logs 
to a sawmill than to multiply the num- 
ber of mills, In the coal trade, the fish- 
ing business and others, it would not be 
possible for a railway to compete with 
water carriage where the clioi e «xi-ts. 
In short, there can be no question that 
water transport will be used wherever it 
is to lie had. This coast has a greater 
advantage than almost any other in the 
world for coastal trade, with it.s series 
of sheltered inlets and channels forming 
gipantie natural canals which extend the 
whole length of Hie seaboard and cut 
deeply in toward the interior, for the ad- 
mission of traffic ••and supplies, and re- 
turn freight. 

"To take advantage of all this, the 
tides and currents must be known. This 
is indeed of more importance to naviga- 
tion than anything else, when once the 
coasts themselves tire charted: as no 
oilier aids to navigation can make up 
to a captain for not knowing which way 
the current is setting his vessel. 

"On a coast of such extent and with 
so many local complications, in its tides, 
it is necessary to devise a comprehensive 
scheme which will form a general basis 
for the details required locally. With 
this view, the coast may be divided into 
three regions, (D the Strait of Georgia, 
C_'l the northern coast to Port Simpson, 
(li) the outer coast of Vancouver Island. 
In this scheme, the Strait of Fuca, must, 
be considered as an. addit ional region, al- 
ready commanded by Victoria, for which 
tide tables are published. 

"To command these various regions, 
three tide gauges have been in operation 
in the past; and six new tidal stations 
have been erected last season, which 
need not he described in detail. 

"The strong tidal currents which are 
found in so many of the passes and in- 
lets are evidently- occasioned by the rise 
and fall of the tide; but it should not 
bo overlooked thai their strength is 
chiefly due to the difference of the time 
of high or low water in the two direc- 
tions. It is thus clear that the tide is 
the basis of the current; and also that 
correct time for the observat ions is an 
essential of the first importance. This 
is one of the chief difficulties on the 
coast: and it has been found necessary 
to use chronometers, or to erect special 
instruments, by which the time can be 
obtained directly from the sun. 

•The main object of Ibis Survey, as a 
branch of the marine department, is to 
deal with the time of the tide; since this 
is the matter of chief importance to 
navieiition; and the question of levels, 
even though they are indispeusible for 
the purposes above mentioned, must re- 
main secondary. In the strong tidal 
currents of British Columbia, it is in- 
formation as to the time of slack water 
that is most wanted by the mariner. But 
the value of reliable levels, which can 
only be obtained from tidal observations, 
makes it seem right to take the addi- 
tional trouble necessary to secure them. 
The results with regard to datum planes 
and bench -marks is being published in 
n complete form', up to the stage now 
reached. 

Character of the Pacific Tide 
••In al! parts of the world, the tides 
ore found to accord with the varying 
movements and distances of the moon 
and the sun. In the North Atlantic, 
first studied, it hop- 
chiefly influenced by 
11 was thus Sltppos- 
. .1 that the primary characteristic of all 
tides was a marked alteration in height 
from springs to neaps in the period of 
the synodic month. 

"Tue tide of the Pacific, however, can 
best be described as n dcclinnl ion-tide. 
Its leading feature is a pronounced di- 
urnal inequality in time and height 
which acords with the declination of the 
moon: and thus is also subject; to an nil- 
mini variation with the change in lie' 
declination of the stm. The period ill 
which the diurnal inequality recurs is 
the tropical or declination month, of 
27.2 days; which is shorter than the 
synodic 'month ami gradually falls back 
through its period in successive months. 
As the solar influence is usually large in 
the Pacific relatively to the lunar; the 
annual variation is more accentuated. 

"On (he onen coast of the Pacific, the 
tidal curve is still fairbr regular, though 
showing the diurnal inequality strongly; 
and in some regions, especially north- 
ward, the! springs and neaps can he dis- 
tinguished with little difficulty. 

•'Hut in the Strait: of Fuca and the 
region of I he Strait of Georgia, which 
makes up hair the coast line in British 
Columbia and where all the more im- 
portant harbors are situated, the appear- 
ance of the tidal curve is anomalous. 
The high waters are nearly at the same 
level; and the range depends on tie;, 
amount of fall to low water, which may 
he almost inappreciable or very pro- 
nounced. During the greater part of the 
day there may thus be a long stand or 
only a Blight fluctuation near the high- 
u ater level: with a sharp and short 
drop to the lower water which occurs 
once in a day. This type only changes 
to a fairly symmetrical curve when the 
moon is on the equator near the time 
of the equinoxes, 

.lie spring and neap tides are thus 
reduced to a secondary feature which is 
usually obscured by the stronger char- 
acteristics of the tide.

of the moon's phases, it is evident how- 
ever, that this tide is perfectly astron- 
omical; and its analysis aud prediction 
are just as definite as for any other type 
of tide. 

Mean Sea Level 

"With 11 tide of this type, there is a 
notable difference between the half-tide 
level, and the true value of Mean Sea 
level. These may differ as much as a 
foot from each other, even in the case 
of a tide whose extreme range is only 
1.'! feet. The only accurate value there- 
fore, is the mean ordinate found by the 
integration of the tide curve, referred to 
any Invariable base: line or datum. 
This mean ordinate fixes the position 
of the horizontal line which bisects the 
area of the tldo curve; and this also 
accords with the best definition of 
mean sea level for any type of tide. 

"The advantage of a registering tide 
gauge la much emphasized with tides 
of this character. If scale -readings 
are taken by direct observation, which 
the admiralty surveyors usually pre- 
fer, they must be continuous, day and 
night, and afterwards plotted as a 
cruve, or little use can be made of 
them except for the reduction of 
soundings. A registering tide gauge 
not only grlvcs the hourly ordinates of 
the tide curve throughout the year as 
a basis for mean sea. level, but the 
continuity of the' record enables the 
diurnal inequality to be followed. 
When this! Is known, the average and 
extreme levels of high and low water, 
and questions of range can be deter- 
mined without fear of inaccuracy. The 
continuous record is equally Important 
with respect to the time of the tide, in 
which there is a similar inequality of 
interval. 

"The question of mean sea level Is 
of scientific as well as of practical in- 
terest. 011 the Pacillc Coast, as there is 
reason to believe that Its elevation is 
changing. Some indications point to 
a rise in the level of the coast, at as 
high a rate as one or two feet per 
century. 11 is only from tidal obser- 
vations, properly reduced, that any 
trustworthy result can be reached; and 
If the change 1b as rapid ns supposed, 
it will require an Interval of com 
parattvely few years to obtain a fair 
approximation of Its extent. 

General Aim of the Work 

"To summarize the results aimed at, | 
it may be said in brief that the time of 
the tide Is the basis of all knowledge 
of currents and slack water; while 
the height of the tide is chiefly of im- 
portance in harbors for the construe- | 
Hon of wharves, dredging, Hie outfall 
of sewers and till such questions. 
There Is good hope, now that a sound 
basis Is laid for the tidal Information 
required in riritlsh Columbia, although 
110 doubt there Is room for much de- 
tail work where channels and passages 
are so numerous and there are many 
local variations, but on ' the general 
plan adopted the apparent complica- 
tions should disappear when tile re- 
sults are sybteniutlcully worked out.

More Hotel and Saloon Licences

the purpose of re-considering the liquor 
licence problem. A genuine surprise was 
sprung on the large assembly of citizens 
in the galleries who bad gathered to 
witness the proceedings when Alderman 
ClenifilltB and Alderman Cooper intro- 
duced another new licence bylaw which 
provides for ten hotels and live saloons 
in the city, the licences lo he $500 for 
hotels and $1,(100 for saloons per year. 
Although this bylaw was strongly op- 
posed by some of (he aldermen it pass- 
ed the council and will become law. 'Hits 
is the fourth licence bylaw before the

Are Needed 



Chief Langley Calls Attention of 
Police Commissioners to 
Requirements. 



Also Asks That Ten Telephone 
Boxes for Patrol Service 
Be Established, 



At the first meeting of the police com- 
inissioncrs held yesterday tit tvhicli 
Mayor MorJey, and Police Commission- 
era Aid. Douglas and William liable 
were present I'eeommdrid'otiuns were 
made by John M. Lnngley, chief of po- 
lice. that -six new police cous tables be 
appointed us patrolmen, thai ten box 
telephones lie installed ill the business 
section of the city with direct communi- 
cation by private wire with the police 
station, and that a clerk ho appointed 
be culled or reports made direct to llie 
station, and thn ta clerk be appointed 
for the Chief of Police to take charge 
of the routine clerical work. This latter 
recommendation was endorsed and Police 
iConrt Clerk Keating will take over the 
work at once, he receiving therefore, 
$J5 per month over and above his wages 
as police court clerk. The other reeoni- 
iin'ehdntions we're laid over for consid- 
eration at the next meeting of the com- 
missioners, and it is understood that 
they will will probably not he carried 
out. 

The animal report of the chief of po- 
lice, giving the already published statis- 
tics of crime, etc., for last year, and the 
annual report of Sergeant Detective Pal- 
mer were received and filed and ordered 
printed. The question of gambling was 
lunched upon briefly. Aid, Douglas 
thought that the 

Suppression of Nickol-in-the-Slot 
(machine was carrying the edict ttgninst 
gambling out too finely, and Commis 
sioner William Mnble thought likewise 
They both favored the use of nickcl-in- 
t hp-slot machines being permitted. The 
■Mayor was opposed, and said that the 
only way this could be accomplished by 
anyone wisiung to run a nickel-in-the- 
slot machine would Tie through the 
courts. It. was stated positively that the 
lid was on as Brill as ever. 'and gamb- 
ling was to be suppressed in every form. 
After some discussion it was decided to 
secure a written judgment Of the learn- 
ed judge's decision in the case against 
30. A. Morris, who was convicted about 
eight or nine years ago of running a 
nickel-in-tlie-slot machine and released 
on suspended sentence. It is probable 
that when the judgment is secured the 
matter will bo further considered tit the 
next meeting of the eoniinussioners. 

The letter of the chief of police re- 
commending additions to the force, and 
telephone boxes, and giving his reasons 
therefor, was as follows: 
His Worship the Mayor, Chairman and 
Board of Police Commissioners: 
Gentlemen—Since woo no Increase In tlie 
number of men has been marie In the police 
department. Since that year die extent 
of the business portion of the city has In- 
creased slightly; but 'rpm the tire limits 
to the boundary line many streets have 
been opened up mid improved, and a 
great number of new houses built. Now 
during the period from 1000 to lliiw ,inany 
complaints were mude of destruction to 
houses, such as the breaking of windows, 
etc., caused by boys and others; this be- 
ing dlfllctilt to prevent, simply because we 
have no patrolmen available to attend to 
these districts. 

Inside the tire limits there are over SO 
■miles of Improved streets to lOOtf after, or 
an area of 7 1-1 miles; I would beg to 
suggest that new patrol beats be made, 
and the only way It can be done Is to In- 
crease the police force. In this connec- 
tion I would point nut that during the 
liny only one sergeant and two men are Oil 
duty inside the city, During Iml.* Of this 
time they attend the police court and 
serve summonses, etc.. this allowing them 
an insufficient amount of time to see that 
The city by-laws are properly carried out 
and to prevent crime. 

Also In order to suppress gambling In 
Chinatown and enforce the laws In this 
respect. It takes at least three men In 
tnree reliefs of eight hours each, to con- 
stantly watch and attend to their duties 
in this part of the city. Very often I have 
to take men from the most Important 
beats In the city, viz.- Douglas. Govern- 
ment and .Store streets, for this work. 
Victoria West. James Bny and Oak nay 
Junction should have regular men. For 
the reasons I have mentioned, would ask 
that six men may hp appointed. Should 
any sudden emergency arise where tlie 
services of more than the regular patrol- 
Mien be required, the three officers from 
Chinatown could easily be procured, be- 
ing close to headquarters. 

I would also recommend the Installation 
of ten box telephones in the business por- 
tion of the city, connection bring made 
direct wllli the police station by private 
wires, by the use of these telephones, the 
officers can report at headquarters from 
their regular beats, and could call the 
■patrol wagon or communicate quickly to | 
'headquarters should anything urgent or on- Wi 
usual requiring instant attention happen | th 
.on their beats. This system can be put 
in for the sum of ifuou. In my opinion 
this system is quite necessary, for by It 
'we would be in (dose touch with the men 
and at the same time know they are per- 
forming their duties. 

In connection with the routine -work In 
my office at headquarters the work has In- 
creased so much during the past six years, 
and Is still increasing, that I often And 
it impossible to be outside personally su- 
perintending police work, and Boding out 
the situation as regards police require- 
ments. This should not be the case, as it 
1s really necessary that my time should 
be more diligently employed and to much 
better purpose than consuming it in pure- 
ly routine work, which I may suggest 
could bo done by I he clerk of the police 
Court', when he Is not engaged In bis du- 
ties as clerk during the trial of cases, and 
when be Is not getting out evidence. I 
also think that a salary of $15 per month 
be allowed him for such work. 

Trusting that my suggest inns will meet 
with your approval, and that Immediate 
action will be taken.

The 
most violent, disturbances will he in the 
southern province and will , attack for- 
eign interests. 

"Americans within fhe -/.one of rebel- 
lion are liable to lie hurl before they can 
get out and t lint is why the United 
States should let China know that it will 
not tolerate for un instant' anything in- 
imical towards its citizens. If the Chin- 
ese can be impressed thai we are on the 
alert and that we mean business. 

Our Interests Will Bo Secure 
If China is permitted to think that it 
can ignore our interests, something ter- 
rible will happen. The trouble now will 
he a great struggle within the empire. 
I believe that boycott on American goods 
is now beginning to operate against the 
Chinese themselves. Chinese merchants 
long before this boycott was instituted 
had their establishments lilled with goods 
from Tinted States. When the boycott 
was declared thay could not of course 
sell their goods. We learned a lesson 
: n 1111)1), and China learned one too. Our 
experience, however, compels us and wiil 
to take every preenntion."

The government 
steamer Quadra could not he sent; she 
was loading, aids to navigation; material 
and stoves for a visit to West Coast 
lighthouses on which she was to have 
sailed on Tuesday. The guu'boat lies- I 
trcl, which lies at tho government wharf 
with her lengthy peunanl streaming 
like that of a real warship from her, 
masthead, her polished brass looming 
I bright in the general grey of her war 
paint, with her Nordeilfelt gun for which 
the ammunition is still wanting, ram 
and other warlike appurtenances, could 
imi he sent; her master was silting as 
one of the commissioner at the Valencia 
enquiry. At IOsquirnnlt the Salvor was 
I ready anil she was sent, likewise the 
government tug Princess. Tho tug ar- 
rived lirsl and she picked up a very 
small tn;:. the Indian-built Lynckson, 
named after the old reserve above Val- 
ilez. The Salvor came late and followed 
tho Princess and her tow to port. 

The Lyackson, a small white-painted 
ttlfe, built by the Indians of Ynldez Is- 
land, was bringing a boom of 31 logs to 
Victoria, and in the early hours of yes- 
terday morning was near Trial Island. 
Suddenly the pvopellor, of abnormal size 
for so small n craft — it is :> feet Id 
inches — tangled the painter which held a 
skiff and ennoe, and they broke adrift. 
The engineer stopped his engines, and 
could not get tliem started again. Menu- 
while it. seemed that the Lyackson would 
SO ashore. Her helmsman averted Trial 
island, though, and she drifted out into 
the broad waters of the Strait. Then 
the Britisli ensign was taken from the 
locker and reversed in keeping with all 
the rules for distressed and derelict 
steamers. The boom broke adrift, and it 
went into the night, whither the Lynck- 
son crow do not know. The engineer 
worked vainly, but he was ever obliged 
to report that the "engines were stuck." 
Then the company of the tug tried to 
run her backward, for the engines would 
run when reversed, but the boat went in 
circles and they made no headway. Then 
from the bunks a blanket was made and 
converted into a sail, drawing well in 
the early morning breeze. Slowly, but 
surely, the tug was making toward Vic- 
toria, and then her reversed ensign .was 
seen from Oak Hay and the telephone 
message sent which brought the rescu- 
ing tugs. 

The tug came to the inner harbor and 
the engineers went at once to the Vic- 
toria Machinery Depot, whose machinists 
will quickly repair the damage. Mean- 
while tho rumor man who is ever busy 
started a talc that a four-masted schoo- 
ner was ashore at Beacon Hill, and there 
was more excitement until the canard 
was found to be false.
